And that's exactly what happened 
to the Alm family this week when 
three of their nine hogs received the 
highest awards during the swine live- 
stock exhibition. 


The 6-month-old pigs, a Yorkshire 
and tvo Hampshires weighing 252, 
245 and 250 pounds, entered the 
fair’s competition amid applause and 
expressions of admirations from fair 
officials surprised at the animals’ 
behavior. 


On Wednesday, fair officials re- 
ported Patty Porkchop, whose black, 
coarse bristles stick straight up when 
she is upset, began fighting with 20 
other hogs competing in her 
category. 

The same day, when most. pigs 
were sleeping or rolling in the mud, 
grand-prize champion white Ziggy 
Piggy was performing pet tricks 
while an audience of about 100 
people cheered and clapped. 

Third prizäwinner, Black Eyelin- 
er, just followed the other two pigs 
wherever they went. The three pigs 
competed agairkt 50 other hogs dur- 
ing the 54th Sal Lake County Live- 
stock exhibit.

Despite their unusual characteris- 
tics, the family will sell all three pigs 
Friday during the fair's livestock 
auction. They will also sell one pig to 
help the 4-H club program. 

Brent and DeAnn Alm, Brian's 
parents, have been involved in the 
fair since they can remember, at- 
tending the event religiously every 
year. 

“It's a lot of work. When other 
kids are out having fun with their 


friends, our kids are home leading 


their pigs, training them to lead for 


the judges,” DeAnn said. “They have 
to wash them, shave their ears, bel- 
lies and tails and keep a record book 
on all their feed.” 

Melanie Alm, 14, the proud owner 
of Ziggy Piggy, said hogs are good 
pets. “They oink and sleep. They're 
easier than a dog.” 

Brian, Juliannand Melanie Alms 
will be representing Salt Lake Coun- 


ty in the national fair in Chicago. 

“Pm the only girl in my high ' 
school that even owns a pig. People 
think it's cool that I live on a pig, 
farm,” Juliann said. “My pigs can 
roll in the mud and squeal really’ 
loud.” 

The Alms own nine pigs, two 
lambs, several horses, ducks and 
cows.
